G.S.R. 299(E)-— In exercise of the powers conferred by sections 
23 and 24 of the High Court Judges (Conditions of Service) Act, 
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1954 (28 of 1954) the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules further tp amend the High Court Judges Rules, 
1956, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the High Court Judges (Amend¬ 
ment) Rules, 1987. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication 
in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the High Court Judges Rules, 1956,— 

(i) in the Explanation under rule 2A, the words “but 
excludes the charges on account of water and electricity 
consumed (in excess of rupees twelve thousand per 
annum) which shall be borne by the Judge himself’ 
occurring after the word “taxes”, shall be omitted ; 

(ii) after rule 2D, the following rule shall be inserted, 
namely :— 

“2E-Free water and electricity.—Every Judge, irrespective 
of the fact whether he resides in an official residence 
or not, shall be entitled to re-imbursement of charges 
on account of water and electricity consumed at his 
residence not exceeding rupees twelve thousand per 
annum”.
